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I've  been  studying  Presidents,  man  and  boy,  since  March  4, 
1913,  when,  while  watching  Woodrow  Wilson  tool  up  Penn- 
sylvania Avenue  in  his  Pierce  Arrow  on  Inauguration  Day, 
I  got  a  piece  of  sand  in  my  eye.  It  had  rained  that  morning 
and  the  Avenue  had  been  sanded  for  the  safety  of  the  horses. 
Then  it  cleared  up,  the  wind  blew,  and  there  I  stood  — 
blinded  by  a  piece  of  sand  as  history  marched  by.  Never 
saw  him  again. 

In  conclusion,  I'd  like  to  say  that  I've  observed  a  few 
of  the  species  in  the  meantime. 

Had  a  nice  chat  with  Calvin  Coolidge  one  New  Year's 
Day.  It  once  was  the  practice  of  Presidents  to  throw  open 
the  doors  of  the  White  House  at  the  dawn  of  each  new  year 
and  shake  hands  with  anybody  who  dropped  in.  It  was  the 
Secret  Service's  day  off,  or  something.  Anyway,  I  got  in  line 
and,  in  due  time,  stood  before  the  Great  Man. 

"Pleased  to  meet  you,  President  Coolidge,  I've  heard  so 
much  about  you,"  I  said.  He  didn't  seem  pleased. 

Herbert  Hoover  was  a  nice  old  gink,  especially  after  he 
left  the  White  House.  He  had  a  curious  devotion  to  the 
Dutch  Treat  Club.  It  showed  the  vast  range  of  his  interests, 
for  he  also  had  a  devotion  to  Prohibition.  Age  broke  down 
the  stiff  reserve  of  his  prime  days  and  clothed  him  in  a  mellow 
puckishness.  Returning  with  him  on  his  plane  from  West 
Branch,  Iowa,  after  his  80th  birthday  celebration,  I  noticed 
he  was  riffling  through  a  stack  of  telegrams  of  congratulation. 
I  asked  him  if  he  had  any  bitterness  over  the  way  he  had

been  pilloried  from  political  platforms  during  and  after  his 
agonized  days  in  the  White  House. 

"No,"  he  said,  gazing  reflectively  into  his  martini.  "But 
what  you  say  reminds  me  of  the  story  of  the  old  fellow  — 
about  my  time  in  life  —  who  went  to  hear  a  preacher  talk  on 
brotherly  love.  When  the  preacher  came  to  the  point  when 
he  asked  the  congregation  if  anybody  there  could  honestly 
say  that  he  or  she  had  led  such  an  exemplary  life  that  he  or 
she  didn't  have  an  enemy,  the  old  fellow  stood  up. 

"  'Right  here,'  the  old  fellow  said.  The  preacher  launched 
into  a  tribute  to  the  old  guy  and  finally  asked  him  to  tell 
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the  congregation  the  secret  of  his  belovedness. 
"  'I  outlived  the  bastards!'  the  old  guy  yelled." 

FDR  was  a  bit  of  a  priss  but  hard  to  knock,  unless  you 
lived  with  Westbrook  Pegler.  He  bore  his  cross  with  strength 
and  dignity.  One  of  the  joys  of  his  life  in  the  White  House 
was  to  have  his  rubber  lower  him  into  the  pool  at  that  water 
level  where  only  his  head  was  surfaced  and  slowly  walk  across 
the  pool  on  the  once-powerful  legs  that  could  no  longer 
support  him  on  dry  land. 

Harry  Truman  was  the  greatest  President  of  my  time, 
and  probably  one  of  the  three  or  four  greatest  the  land  has 
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had.  He  had  to  make  more  tough  decisions  than  most  of  the 
others  combined:  open  the  Atomic  Age  by  killing  a  quarter  of 
a  million  Japanese,  stop  the  Communist  advance  in  Turkey/ 
Greece  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  world  in  Korea,  insti- 
tute the  Marshall  Plan,  put  the  mendicant  nations  to  work 
(Point  4),  squeeze  the  Russians  out  of  Iran,  set  up  NATO, 
defend  Margaret's  tonsils,  and  fire  Douglas  MacArthur. 

He  was  succeeded,  if  memory  serves,  by  Tom  Dewey. 
I'm  sure  you  all  read  the  story  in  the  Chicago  Tribune. 

I've  lost  my  notes  on  the  Dewey  Administration,  but 


then  came  Gen.  Eisenhower.  Truman  offered  it  to  him  earlier 
but  Ike  turned  him  down.  A  military  man  should  never  be 
President  of  the  U.S.,  Ike  said. 
He  proved  it. 

Ike  will  not  be  remembered  as  a  phrase-maker  but  I 
heard  him  say  a  couple  of  things  that  stick  to  one's  ribs. 

Visiting  the  little  old  whitewashed  house  in  Abilene, 
Kans.,  where  he  grew  up  with  his  flood  of  brothers,  Ike  looked 
around  and  said,  "You  know  something?  I  didn't  know  until 
years  later  that  we  were  poor." 

At  the  last  of  his  Stag  Dinners  at  the  White  House,  near 
the  end  of  his  second  term,  his  guests  had  followed  him  into 
the  Red  Room  for  coffee.  In  time  he  asked  if  we  had  any 
questions.  Pat  Weaver,  then  with  NBC,  had  one.  Pat  said: 
"Mr.  President,  you've  had  more  than  perhaps  any 
American  who  ever  lived.  You  had  a  happy  boyhood,  fine 
mother  and  father,  a  West  Point  education,  you  married  a 
wonderful  girl,  had  a  fine  son,  became  Supreme  Commander 
of  the  greatest  military  force  in  history  and  liberator  of 
Western  Europe  and  maybe  Western  Civilization.  You  headed 
a  great  university,  returned  to  uniform  to  shape  up  the 
greatest  peacetime  alliance  in  history,  NATO,  and  now  you 
are  President  of  the  United  States.  Is  there  anything  unful- 
filled you'd  now  like  to  be?" 

Ike  thought  for  a  time. 
"Yes,"  he  said  finally.  "I'd  like  to  be  my  grandson  David." 

I  worked  for  a  time  with  John  F.  Kennedy.  That  was  in 
the  Spring  of  1945,  at  the  formation  of  the  United  Nations 
organization  at  San  Francisco.  He  was  a  skinny  guy,  fresh 
back  from  the  Pacific.  He  had  hurt  his  back  badly  in  a  PT- 
boat  crackup  and  then  had  picked  up  malaria. 

He  wrote  some  things  for  us.  That's  what  he  wanted  to 
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be:  a  correspondent.  But  he  didn't  have  a  chance.  His  father, 
having  somewhat  recovered  from  the  death  of  his  favorite 
son,  Joe,  Jr.,  cast  his  glittering  eye  on  the  next  youngest  son. 
Jack  would  —  must  —  pick  up  the  fallen  sword  that  was  to 
be  young  Joe's  and  charge  in  the  direction  of  the  White  House. 

"If  I  had  been  killed  in  the  War,  like  my  brother,  it  would 
have  been  Bobby's  job,"  Jack  told  me  at  the  Park  Lane  (of 
happy  memory)  one  day  not  long  after  he  had  been  beaten 
by  Estes  Kefauver  in  a  race  for  the  No.  2  spot  on  the  ticket 
headed  by  Adlai  Stevenson. 

"If  Bobby  had  been  killed,  my  father  would  have  waited 
for  Teddy  to  grow  up.  But  Joe  was  our  star.  He  was  the  oldest, 
the  smartest,  the  strongest  of  the  whole  bunch.  He  was  taller, 
could  run  faster,  jump  higher,  hit  harder.  He  got  the  best 
marks  in  school.  And  the  prettiest  girl. 

"Joe  would  have  been  the  Congressman  from  our  district. 
Joe  would  have  beaten  Cabot  Lodge  for  his  Senate  seat  in 
'52  by  a  bigger  majority  than  I  did.  Joe  would  have  gotten 
the  bid  to  run  on  the  ticket  with  Stevenson." 
J.F.K.  suddenly  smiled. 

"And  Eisenhower  would  have  run  over  him  like  a  truck," 
he  said  of  his  brother.  "And  right  now  he'd  still  be  picking 
up  the  tattered  threads  of  his  political  career  and  trying  to 
put  it  back  together  again." 


At  9  p.m.  EST,  May  31,  1966,  Lyndon  B.  Johnson, 
heavy  with  justified  self-pity,  leaned  out  of  his  office  rocking 
chair,  punched  a  button  and  ordered  us  a  drink.  He  was 
drinking  Dr.  Pepper. 

"A  President  has  damned  few  friends,"  he  said,  almost  to 
himself.  "There  are  about  five  columnists  in  this  town  who 
are  biased  for  me,  but  there  are  25  biased  against  me. 
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"They  try  to  give  the  public  the  idea  that  I'm  purposely 
wrong.  Nobody  does  what  he  thinks  is  wrong.  Only  35  men 
have  reached  this  office  in  history,  and  I  don't  think  any  of 
them  ever  wilfully  set  out  to  do  something  wrong. 

"They  say  we  don't  have  'style.'  Well,  we  don't  have  a  lot 
of  little  slick-haired  people  ducking  in  and  out  for  ten  min- 
utes and  saying  they  were  'in'  at  the  White  House,  as  they 
used  to  say  about  the  Kennedys.  Anybody,  everybody,  can 
come  to  us." 

I  asked  him  if  he  consciously  looked  forward  to  that  day 
in  January,  1973,  when  he  could  put  on  his  hat,  walk  out, 
and  never  come  back  again. 

He  rubbed  his  tired  eyes  for  a  time.  Then  he  said: 
"No.  I  keep  going  from  day  to  day,  taking  things  as  they 
come.  Of  course,  a  President  —  any  President  —  thinks  of 
resigning  two  or  three  times  a  day." 

At  9  p.m.  EST,  March  31,  1968,  he  did.

The  wondrous  history  of  D.  T.  Presidents 


The  origins  of  the  Dutch  Treat  presidency  are  lost  in  mists 
of  time  that  look  suspiciously  like  barroom  smoke.  One  school 
of  DT  historians,  known  familiarly  as  The  Bitchers,  argue 
that  the  President  was  originally  a  scapegoat  figure,  similar 
to  the  King  of  the  Woods  in  Frazier's  Golden  Bough.  The 
annual  dinner,  they  suggest,  was  in  its  primitive  beginnings 
a  religious  ritual,  at  which  the  President  was  skinned  alive 
and  devoured  by  the  members.  They  point  to  vestiges  of  this 
tradition  in  the  DT's  present  habits.  Every  week,  at  least 
one  member  tells  the  President  that  the  programs  stink,  and 
at  least  three  members  agree  that  the  Old  Days  were  infinitely 
superior.  A  second  group  of  scholars,  known  clinically  as  the 
Alcoholics,  insists  that  the  presidency  has  its  roots  in  that 
ancient  political  sinecure,  The  Sergeant  at  Arms.  "When 
you've  got  a  bunch  of  drunks  on  your  hands,  someone's  got 
to  keep  order,"  said  one  of  these  sages  recently,  summing  up 
their  side  of  the  historic  debate. 

This  much  is  certain.  The  DT's  first  president,  Tom 
Masson,  editor  of  the  old  Life,  was  nominated  by  acclamation 
because  he  had  thought  up  the  anarchistic  idea  of  a  club  with 
no  rules,  no  constitution,  no  bylaws.  It  was  a  little  like  George 
Washington  saying,  "Let's  have  a  Revolution,"  winning  it, 
and  then  asking  with  a  coy  smile:  "Who's  number  one?" 

The  Era  of  Anarchy  lasted  two  years.  Then  came  the 
Great  Upheaval. 

It  seems  that  George  Sylvester  Viereck  had  been  admit- 
ted to  the  Club  on  his  merits  as  a  poet.  Although  he  was 
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already  known  as  the  Teutonic  Peril,  he  had  not  yet  revealed 
his  talents  as  a  German  (and  later  Nazi)  apologist.  His  spe- 
cialty in  those  days  was  discussing  in  tasteless  detail  subjects 
so  gamey  that  the  room  had  to  be  aired  after  every  lunch.  A 
caucus  descended  on  Masson  and  told  him  Viereck  had  to  go. 

The  Father  of  Our  Club  blinked  in  horror.  "But  how 
can  a  club  with  no  rules  expel  someone?"  he  asked. 

Several  geniuses  forthwith  put  their  political  heads  to- 
gether, and  came  up  with  an  Idea.  The  President  would  send 
the  membership  a  tearful  announcement  that  the  DT  was 
herewith  dissolved.  Meanwhile,  by  horse,  foot  and  telephone, 
everyone  but  Viereck  was  told  to  lie  low  for  three  weeks,  and 
reassemble  at  a  new  watering  place. 

For  some  unexplained  reason  —  maybe  because  Viereck 
got  the  hint  —  the  maneuver  worked.  But  Masson  and  his 
fellow  anarchists  decided  the  death-and-resurrection  gambit 
was  doing  it  the  hard  way,  and  so  they  swiftly  drew  up  a 
constitution  and  bylaws  that,  in  Will  Irwin's  immortal  words, 
"set  our  feet  on  the  road  to  Dictatorship." 

Dutch  Treat  presidential  elections  became  about  as 
democratic  as  a  Russian  purge  or  a  South  American  revolu- 
tion. Anarchy  always  breeds  its  opposite.  Any  smart  Greek 
could  have  told  you  so,  but  the  Board  of  Governors  wouldn't 
have  let  him  become  a  member  in  the  first  place,  even  if  his 
name  was  Pericles.

James  Montgomery  Flagg 


With  a  Caesar  for  president,  the  DT  soon  experienced 
the  phenomenon  known  as  the  palace  revolution.  Any  smart 
Roman  could  have  seen  that  coming,  but  he  couldn't  have 
gotten  in  either,  even  if  his  name  was  Quintus  Horatius 
Flaccus.  In  Rome,  these  things  only  killed  off  the  Emperor. 
In  the  DT,  it  almost  killed  off  the  club. 

Founding  Father  Masson  had  resigned,  with  a  farewell 
address  that  has  become  a  DT  presidential  tradition.  "Take 
it,"  he  snarled.  "You're  damn  welcome  to  it."  The  great 
illustrator,  James  Montgomery  Flagg,  had  been  chosen  as 
the  DT's  Tiberius. 

By  1 91 7  the  DT  had  become  famous.  Half  of  New  York 
thought  the  other  half  belonged  to  it,  and  the  entire  popula- 
tion of  Manhattan  wanted  in.  Flagg  and  his  praetorian  guard 
insisted  on  holding  the  line  at  100  members.  A  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  began  with  a  rattle  of  swords,  and 


degenerated  into  a  crossfire  of  four  and  seven  letter  words. 
Flagg  went  into  exile  with  a  sulphurous  paraphrase  of  Mas- 
son's  farewell  address,  and  only  three  people  showed  up  at 
the  next  lunch. 

For  the  following  week,  this  trio  of  nameless  doves  strug- 
gled to  bring  the  hawks  to  the  negotiating  table  (i.e.,  the  bar 
at  the  Prince  George) .  They  made  enough  progress  to  appoint 
themselves  a  temporary  junta  and  elect  a  new  President, 
W.  A.  Rogers,  the  famed  cartoonist  of  the  New  York  Herald. 
His  peace  platform  consisted  of  cajoling  back  the  Flagg 
fanatics,  and  simultaneously  raising  the  membership  to  200. 

(Flagg  remained  in  exile  for  two  years,  and  then  grumpily 
returned  to  write  one  of  his  more  diabolical  skits  for  the 
already  famous  show.) 

Like  most  compromise  presidents,  Rogers  soon  uttered 
his  valedictory.  The  Board  now  pursued  one  of  the  DT's 
founders,  George  Mallon.  After  winning  his  fame  as  an  editor 
of  The  Sun,  Mallon  had  become  Director  of  Public  Relations 
for  Banker's  Trust.  Like  some  candidates  of  more  recent 
memory,  George  played  very  hard  to  get.  The  DT  Presidency, 
he  said,  was  incompatible  with  his  new  respectability  as  a 
banker.  Insults  only  made  the  Board  pant  all  the  harder  for 
George,  and  they  finally  persuaded  his  boss  at  the  bank  to 
order  him  to  accept. 

For  once  the  Board  knew  what  they  were  doing.  Mallon 
was  the  DT's  most  creative  chief  executive.  He  decided  that 
with  200  members  the  original  idea  of  twenty  or  thirty  wits 
sitting  around  exchanging  brilliant  or  ribald  thoughts  no 
longer  was  realistic.  So  he  began  inviting  a  weekly  big  shot 
to  talk  off  the  record  beneath  a  languid  rose,  which  he  also 
designed. 

(He  did  not,  however,  invent  the  DT  medal.  Emperor 
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Flagg  did  that,  no  doubt  as  a  logical  expression  of  his  imperial 
temperament.) 

Mallon  even  tried,  for  a  while,  to  create  extra  fireworks 
by  having  Rupert  Hughes  reply  to  the  speaker  on  behalf  of 
the  club.  Hughes  was  almost  too  good.  He  could  needle  on 
either  side  of  any  question,  and  he  frequently  reduced  guests 
to  outraged  splutters.  The  idea  was  finally  dropped. 

When  President  Mallon  died  in  1928,  the  DT  actually 
shed  its  cynic's  mask,  and  all  but  wept  in  public.  The  George 
Barry  Mallon  Fund  for  strapped  members  was  created  in 
his  memory,  and  his  era  promptly  became  The  Golden  Age. 

Thereafter,  as  in  all  imperial  societies,  DT  presidential 
terms  have  lengthened  into  reigns.  Clarence  Budington 
Kelland  ruled  from  1928  to  1941,  adding  an  acerbic  touch  to 
the  introduction  of  guests  that  has  become  another  Hallowed 
Tradition. 

Next  came  suave  Ray  Vir  Den,  ex-opera  singer  and 
advertising  executive  who  combined  Mallon's  mellowness  and 
Kelland's  benevolent  brutality.  A  glimpse  of  his  style  has 
been  given  to  this  historian  by  a  venerable  ex-subject. 

"Ray  once  spent  two  and  a  half  hours  talking  me  into 
editing  the  book  for  one  more  year.  He  told  me  how  irreplace- 
able I  was,  how  much  every  member,  even  the  senile  ones, 
appreciated  my  efforts.  I  finally  surrendered.  Outside  the 
restaurant,  we  shook  hands  and  he  said:  "Well  —  so  long, 
sucker." 

We  are  now  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  John 
the  Good.  Since  he  has  recently  shown  a  strong  determination 
not  to  become  a  historical  subject,  and  since  this  outfit  is  a 
dictatorship,  I'm  copping  out  here.
